I was 
privately schooled at home until 1921. 

1921-1952 

From iv2l to l’v2i'> I went to a public school in Kbnigsberg 
(non Kaliningrad) where I co mp?.eted exams in 19SG. Aft--r completing 
school I went to ^^ngland a-id took law courses at London University. 
During the same time I was aporsntice with a shipping firm belonging 
to the r^oyal Kail Steamship Comp^my (Lloyd Bilbao) . In 1923 I Joined 
the. East Asia Trading house C. I116es Company in Hamburg and stayoo. 
there \mtil 1930. During same period I also took law courses at 
Hamburg University. From svimmer 1950 to 1931 I was man ager to the 
Oberon Investment' and Development Company both in Berlin and 'Vienna 
(at that time this firm had far re sching' international financial, 
connections) . At the some time I acquired a lime factory in Upper 
Silesia (Uo'per Silesian Lime and Cement Works, Ltd., a firm regis- 
tered in London) ., From lu5i I represented the investment interests 
of sever-n promoting and investment houses in London on the con'- 
tinent, esoecially in Cer.tr-'-?. an-d 3out’n Esst Europe. 

1932-1937* 

Since i had been destined for diplomatic service, my education 
and fa:;iily coiinections eased matters in that direction, and after a 
banking o urss -vit-h the Bsnic fLlr Indv.strieobligationen (l952) , . I was

reentered Gersjanv in summer 1^55 I found that especially the 



rorai»-;n organization (Auslandsor^v the i.oDAP v;as trying 
to orevorit^any connection bctvx:9n me and German industries. I was 
advised to urruirc matters **;ith the K3DA? by clandestinely beccinning 
an **old racrr.ber*' vihich was made possible by a former servant of our 
fi-rnly, then holding an ir;port;^nt position with the I'i'SDAP. He ' 
arrsneed for n predated entry (1952) and i got a membership number 
of 934212- Again^.tt hope this step did not pacify matters in the 
least. I was under threat of beinr. arrested end fled Gernany in 
iece.Tiber 1955. Prom abroad I myseif tried to straighten matters 
out, ;iiy fri-cnds tried the same in Dermany, and it appeared thatno 
difficulties would arrise in the future. 

1957--1959 



When I reentered on advloe in 1937, I found, that the party 
still tried to "get me'‘ (reasons they gave, were my international 
rntinazi connections) . In the meantime most of my former friends in 
i^^oreign Office had been released from office, and they strictly 
advised me, for safety reasons, to establisl: an independent economical 
position. The reason, that I did return to Germany at all, was, that 
my property v;as still there *^hich I tried to remove. With, the si 
support of'ny banking connections I passed the exam as foreign 
exchange counsellor in February 1930. In the meantime ray friends 
had arranged for me ta contact with two ranking SS officers, one in 
econcray and one in intelligence, who were *»villing-to supply pro 
tection against "payment". Although the party still tried to inter- 
vene v;ith*^any step 1 did, this protection proved storong enough to . 
give me cover, it proved even successful! , whei) in winter 157/®, 

I for the first time was arrested by Gestapo. In March 1^33 I- 
married Drigitte Klenzendorff , out of this marriage a sori was bom 
in July 1*^39 (Gisbsrt Otto r<ichard Ernst), the marriage was divorced 
in 1949. In December 1953 I received a passport and travelled to 
nrica to try to find an economical background for my emigration. 
After ny return, I .first had to wait for the child’s birth and 
arranged matters for a transfer of my capital, but v/as held up 
by the outbresfi: of world war II.

I was'called back f rom" Kunani a • ’..'ith trsyendous luch I ha:i corrupted 
hii 5 h ranlting nasis by Kia'cing thoKi support Ii’on '-uardists> wtiich 
eventually saved my neck, since I had already been destined for 
ieunediate execution by Heydrich- I had sufficient time to contact my 
circle, who through channels for sone time influenced Goeriny and 
Himmler in this matter - the affair eventually led to a breach that 
lasted for months between Gernian political intelligence and Ribbentrop, 
and to a cutting out of the Foreign Office from active intelligence 
work. In i-Carch 1941 I was sent to Sofia (Bulgaria) to secure the 
safe transport of remaining ranking Iron Guardi sts from Huniania, v^.o, 
if caught,* were mostly exscutsd 'oj Antonescu's government. In Sofia 
I was informed that I^was choseH as c’-.ief of intelligence in 
I'iorthern Greece a. ''ter its occupation, the '.var had just been declared 
on Greece by Ger-many. The group v/hich I was supposed to command was 
flov/n to Sofia and from there i reached Salonica with the spearhead 
of intruding German troops. The writesn order was mane out by the 
Go-n»an nigh Soi.iT.and, a copy which I ’:cept for the future .was taken 
from me, when I was arrested in l9-.Li together v.'ith all papers per- 
taining to any activity. I found that the "work" consisted of mainly . 
arrestinfi Greek personalities on force of a wanted list, vd\o were 
then interned, when after one \Y 2 sk of .arrest no furth.cr .orders 
arrived, I orotested against arrests without screening, for that I 
was severely rebuked. I protested ai-sin and a.sked for my immediate 
release, v-hereto I did not receive an ansv/er. .“bout the 10 May^l 
(the invasion of Greece had commenced at the beginning of April 
l--‘il) I managed tc ' see lii'nmler in .-xt'acr. s and askod fo-r i.-.y discharge, 
vvhich was grsr.ted. by su’cn mentation rnn cn the line tha.t work 
entrusted to r.a '•as? a police •.'.att' n of v/hici'.

in the way of bribery and persuafeion - I ’.vas released. During the 
investigation it was found that, as already mentioned, I held io 
rea?. SS membership ^nd that my perty nenbership was also somehow 
ny st e ri ou s” • I v/a s i nfo r-me d , v/h s n released, th a t I v/oul d be u^der 
sxiporx'’ision, but had to 'fear nothing as long as I worked for german 
victor^/. After recovery of hea.lth I, with the help of my circle, 
got a position as mana.gcr of the Austria.n branch of a pharmaceutical 
firm., that ha.d strong connections with Abvvehr. On several later 
occasions an Abwehr officer, who xvas paid a monthly se.lary for such 
help, confimied that I y/as inds spensr.ble for Abwehr operations* In 
reality nothing existed in that line apart from the paywient to his 
benefit, and t*'at I provided cover for a French girl friend of his 
with our factory. Through my economical position I could save several 
members of our group, declaring then -again with subversive support - 
as essential for industr;/. ;Ahen in February lS4o I v;us again 
su-mnoned to Gestapo Vienna, the Abwehr officer for the last time 
was able to intervene bn my behalf. Siortly afterwards I was once 
V;ore arrested but released against a bribe of 10,000 marks. I then 
. fled v/ith my wife- 1 had married on 12 October 1^43 Huth von Pfaundler;, 
my v.'ife and her parents mere z\acislly persecuted, her father held an 
i ::;oc»rl:cnt rov-rrnnient cosition prior to 1*^36, and after 1943 took 

vp again- and there worked ‘vJ.th the branch of the same resistance 
circle ('’niHrOo’* )..
